Newborn  Home  Visiting  Contracts 
Awarded 


The  Massachusetts  Children's 
Trust  Fund  (CTF)  is  a  public- 
private  partnership  whose  sole 
purpose  is  to  mobilize  segments 
of  the  community  to  prevent 
child  abuse  and  neglect  by 
strengthening  and  supporting 
families.  Created  by  state  law  in 
1988,  CTF  is  charged  with 
implementing  Massachusetts' 
child  abuse  prevention  plan. 


The  Healthy  Families  Newborn  Home 
Visiting  program  has  begun!  Community- 
based  agencies  across  the  state  have 
been  selected  to  provide  home  visiting  services 
to  first-time  parents  19  and  under.  CTF  is 
reissuing  the  Request  for  Response  in  four 
regions  where  the  submitted  proposals  did  not 
adequately  address  the  program  standards:  Fall 
River;  Newton/Waltham/Woburn/ Concord; 
South  Boston/South  Dorchester/Mattapan;  and 
Worcester. 

CTF  is  confident  that,  working  together  with 
the  following  agencies,  young  parents  in 
Massachusetts  will  receive  the  support  and 
information  they  need  to  be  the  best  parents 
they  can  be.  The  lead  agencies  are  listed  by 
areas  served:  Berkshire  County,  Child  Care  of 
the  Berkshires .  Allston/Brighton/Brookline/ 
West  Roxbury,  Crittenton  Hastings  House.

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Talking  to  Your  Kids  About  Safety 


Today's  parents  are  more  aware 
than  ever  about  the  dangers  that 
face  our  children.  CTF  has  received 
thousands  of  requests  for  its  bro- 
chure "10  W  ays  to  Keep  Children 
Safer"  that  helps  parents  talk  to  their 
children  about  personal  safety.  We 
felt  it  would  be  helpful  to  publish 
the  tips. 

Be  calm  and  reassuring.  A 

t '  ild  should  learn  to  be  cautious, 
ak^and  prepared — not  fearful. 

Role-play  with  children. 
Children  learn  by  doing.  They  need 
o  practice  and  see  how  it  feels  to 
say  NO  in  difficult  situations.  Play 
the  "W  hat  if. . . "  game — "What  if  the 
babysitter..."  or  "What  if  the  school 
bus  didn  t  arrive  on  time..."  Help 
them  think  of  several  responses. 
Have  the  children  practice  what 
they  would  say  if  they  feel  threat- 
ened. For  example,  children  should 
learn  to  yell  in  a  loud  voice.  "This 
person  is  trying  to  take  me!"  or 
"This  person  is  not  my  parent — I 
need  help!" 

XOTE:  One  of  the  most  important 
facts  for  parents  to  remember  is  that 
"stranger  danger"  is  SOT  the 
right  message — children  are 
usually  hurt  by  someone  they 
know,  not  a  stranger,  so  they  need 
to  be  prepared  to  say  SO  in  any 
unsafe  situation,  even  one  in  which 
they  know  the  adult. 

Review  and  practice  often. 

Resejah  show  --  that,  in  order  to  be 
effect  ive,  safety  skills  need  to  be 
taught  and  practiced  5-10  times 
every  year. 

Set  body  boundaries.  Teach 
children  to  guard  their  "private  body 
^f^P — the  pans  of  the  body 
covered  by  a  bathing  suit.  Remind 
them,  no  one  should  touch  your 
private  parts.  If  someone  does,  it's 
okav  to  sav  NO. 


Give  permission  to  say  NO, 
and  to  GO  and  TELL.  Tell 

children  they  have  the  right  to  sav 
NO  in  uncomfortable  situations, 
even  if  someone  threatens  them. 
Then  they  should  GO  and  TELL  a 
trusted  adult. 

Teach  them  the  buddy  system. 

Children  should  learn  there  is  safety 
in  numbers. 

Teach  them  to  check  with 
Others  first.  Before  changing 
plans  or  going  anywhere,  children 
should  always  check  first  with  a 
parent  or  caregiver. 

Help  them  to  identify  trusted 

adults.  Talk  about  who  a  child 

would  go  to  in  an  emergency.  Cite 
specific  examples,  such  as  the 
person  using  the  cash  register  at  the 
mall,  a  parent  with  children,  a 
teacher  or  a  police  officer. 

Teach  your  children  telephone 

skills.  Teach  them  their  phone 
number,  how  to  dial  "i  t"  and  "911" 
for  help,  and  how  to  use  a  pay 
phone. 

Insist  on  a  FREE  child  assault 
prevention  program  in  their 
school.  School  programs  provide 
children  with  structured  opportuni- 
ties to  practice  skills  and  provide 
additional  information  to  parents.  A 
FREE  curriculum  is  available  to  all 
public  and  private  schools  in 
Massachusetts  through  CTF.

What  Healthy  Families  Newborn  Home  Visiting 
Will  Look  Like  in  Massachusetts 


What  is  Newborn  Home  Visiting? 

New  born  Home  Visiting  provides 
new  parents  w  ith  information  and 
parenting  skills  in  their  home,  at  or 
before  the  time  of  their  child's  birth. 
It  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  support 
and  strengthen  new  families — and 
prevent  child  abuse.  Home  visiting 
services  are  available  for  all  first- 
time  mothers  under  the  age  of  20 
and  continue  until  the  child  reaches 
the  age  of  3-  Visits  are  flexible  in 
frequency,  intensity,  and  duration  in 
response  to  ongoing  assessments  of 
a  family's  needs  and  interests. 

Wljat  is  CTF's  role? 

CTF  is  responsible  for  the  imple- 
mentation of  home  visiting:  for 
raising  public  awareness  about 
home  visiting:  for  providing  training 
to  service  providers:  and  for  ensur- 
ing program  evaluation.  CTF  has 
chosen  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  (DPH)  to  provide  contract 
management  and  technical  assis- 
tance to  service  providers. 

Who  are  the  home  visitors? 

Home  visitors  are  trained  Family 
Partners  who  work  for  the  agencies 
listed  in  the  cover  article.  Family 
Partners  are  trained  to  offer 
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Volunteers  are  needed  to  assist  CTF  at  a 
variety  of  community  events  this  spring. 
In  an  effort  to  expand  public  education 
about  the  importance  of  child  abuse 
prevention  and  family  support  programs, 
CTF  participates  in  many  community-based 
events  where  we  have  the  opportunity  to 
distribute  our  brochures,  parenting  tips, 
and  safety  information.  Volunteers  in  the 
Worcester  area  were  trained  in  early 
January — an  additional  training  for 
interested  volunteers  is  being  scheduled 
for  February  in  Boston.  Other  regional 
volunteer  trainings  will  be  scheduled  based 
on  interest.

guidance  on  caring  for  a  newborn, 
and  give  support  and  information  to 
parents.  They  connect  families  to 
existing  community  resources 
through  referral  and  follow-up 
services. 

Will  Family  Partners 
receive  training? 

The  training  of  Family  Partners  is 
essential  to  the  success  of  the 
program.  CTF  is  coordinating  the 
development  of  a  formalized 
training  system  which  has  specific 
modules,  covering  core  skills  and 
content  areas  that  reflect  the  diverse 
needs  of  families  and  the  Healthy 
Families  America  standards.  Training 
programs  will  be  scheduled  regu- 
larly throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

How  will  the  program 
be  evaluated? 

Experts  from  Tufts  University's  Eliot- 
Pearson  Department  of  Child 
Development  have  been  chosen  to 
implement  a  comprehensive 
evaluation  of  the  program.  Depart- 
ment chair  Dr.  Francine  Jacobs  and 
Dr.  M.  Ann  Easterbrooks  are  the 
principal  co-investigators  of  the 
evaluation  team,  with  assistance 
from  project  manager  Dr.  Anne 
Brady.  Tufts  is  currently  developing 
its  evaluation  plan  and  will  be 
conducting  interviews  with  teen 
parents,  home  visitors,  private 
insurers,  and  others  to  determine 
key  questions  and  measurement 
issues  for  the  evaluation.  The 
evaluation  team  will  work  closely 
with  CTF.  DPH  and  service  provid- 
ers to  integrate  data  collection  and 
the  analysis  of  outcomes  with 
program  design  and  monitoring. 
Some  outcomes  to  be  examined 
include:  prevention  of  child  abuse 
and  neglect,  immunization  rates, 
emergency  and  well-child  visits, 
school  and  employment  activities, 
and  parent-child  interaction.

Child  abuse  and 
neglect.  Last  year  in  Massachusetts,  over 
100.000  cases  of  child  maltreatment  were 
reported,  a  five  percent  increase  of  reports 
from  the  previous  year. 

April  is  Child  Abuse  Prevention  Month. 
You  might  say,  "This  problem  is  too 
overwhelming.  How  can  anyone  help?" 
The  answer  is  prevention.  CTF  recognizes 
that  all  parents  need  and  deserve  support  in 
their  challenging  role,  and  we  work  to 
provide  parenting  education  and  family 
support  so  child  abuse  can  be  prevented.

Newborn  Home  Visiting  Campaign  Under  Way 


CTF's  largest  family  support  initia- 
tive to  date  is  the  Health}-  Families 
newborn  home  visiting  program, 
which  provides  home  visits  to  all 
first-time  teen  parents  in  Massachu- 
setts. Newborn  home  visiting 
programs  have  been  proven  to 
significantly  reduce  the  risk  of  child 
abuse  and  neglect.  A  public  educa- 
tion campaign,  created  by  CC  and  D 
Communications,  is  currently  under 
way.  The  focus  of  the  campaign  is 
to  encourage  young  parents  to  use 
the  free  program.  The  campaign 
uses  television,  radio  and  print 
advertising,  as  well  as  public  events 
around  the  state,  to  raise  awareness 
and  reach  these  young  families. 


The  deadline  to  apply  for  a  parenting 
education  and  support  (PESP)  grant  is 
approaching!  CTF  annually  awards  grants  of 
up  to  $2,500  to  fund  community-based 
parenting  education  programs  serving 
parents  of  children  ages  0-6.  In  FY  '98, 
CTF  funded  80  PESP  programs  statewide. 
Proposals  are  due  May  1, 1998  to  CTF.

What  can  YOU  do  to  help 
families  and  children? 

■  Lend  a  friendly  ear  when 
parents  you  meet  throughout 
your  day  express  a  need  to 
share  their  experiences  or 
frustrations. 

■  Reach  out  to  a  child  at  risk — it 
can  make  a  positive  difference 
in  his  or  her  life.  Showing  an 
interest  with  kind,  supportive 
words  is  a  good  way  to  begin. 

■  Use  the  power  of  the  written 
word.  When  you  see  children's 
issues  that  need  attention,  write 
letters  to  your  local  newspaper 
or  legislators. 

■  Take  an  active  role  in  making 
your  neighborhood's  streets, 
parks  and  playgrounds 
welcoming  and  safe  places 
for  children  of  all  ages.

Hilltown  Community  Health  Centers 


Hilltown  Community  Health  Cen- 
ters, Inc.  is  running  "Nurturing  Your 
Infant"  at  their  centers  located  in 
Worthington  and  Huntington.  This 
8-week  series  provides  an  opportu- 
nity for  new  parents  in  very  rural 
and  underserved  communities  to 
come  together  for  parenting  educa- 
tion, support,  and  to  connect  with 
( >ther  parents  of  infants.  Core 
aspects  of  the  program  include 
promoting  bonding  and  positive 
touch  by  teaching  parents  infant 
massage,  stress  reduction,  child 
development,  and  appropriate  ways 
to  handle  anger  and  frustration. 

Lack  of  transportation,  a  widely 
dispersed  population,  and  the 
unfamiliarity  of  available  services 
make  it  difficult  to  run  a  group  in 
rural  areas.  However,  the  staff  of 
Hilltown  Community  Health  Centers 
and  program  facilitator  Lee 
MacKinnon  w  ere  able  to  overcome 
many  barriers  and  had  a  "phenom- 
enal" group  for  their  first  series  this 
past  fall.  MacKinnon  reports  that  the 
group  really  did  connect.  In  fact, 
the'  parents  plan  to  keep  meeting 
in  each  others'  homes  on  a 
weekly  basis. 


MacKinnon  commented.  "Thank 
you  for  the  support  to  this  rural 
area.

ealthy  Families,  CTF's  newest  family  support  initiative,  reaches  out 
to  teen  parents  to  provide  ongoing  support  and  parenting  informa- 
tion through  regular  home  visits.  Since  late  winter  when  the 
program  began,  over  1,000  young  families  have  enrolled  statewide. 

This  innovative  program  has  caught  the 
attention  of  the  local  media,  including 
WBZ-TV  and  WSBK-TV.  In  these  television 
interviews,  young  parents  in  this  program 
revealed  that  their  home  visitors  were 
providing  encouragement  to  complete 
school,  giving  guidance  on  finding  day  care 
programs,  and  helping  to  connect  them  to 
community  resources. 

One  teen  mother  in  Chelsea  got  in- 
volved because  she  didn't  feel  she  had  the 
skills  she  needed  to  be  a  good  parent.

National  research  indicates  that 
teachers  and  other  professionals 
make  52  percent  of  child  maltreat- 
ment reports.  Yet  many  schools  lack 
or  use  outdated  child  abuse  report- 
ing procedures,  leaving  teachers 
unprepared,  uninformed,  and 
isolated.

Parenting  Education  Grants  Awarded 

In  July,  65  organizations  were  awarded  grants  of  up  to  $2,500  each  to  run 
parenting  education  and  support  programs  (PESPs).  In  all,  over  $146,000 
was  distributed  among  communities  across  the  state.  This  seed  money  will 
allow  local  programs  to  take  root  and  address  the  needs  and  interests 
of  local  parents. 

The  PESPs  have  the  following  goals: 

>•  To  provide  direct  support  and  education  to  parents 
of  children  ages  birth  to  six  years 

>■  To  promote  the  development  of  supportive  relationships 
among  parents 

>•  To  increase  parents'  access  to  information  by 
connecting  them  to  community  resources
